where it is loaned to “sp ecu lators.” 
sometimes at three p er 
cent. 
He 
forgets that the Iowa money which 
au tom atically flows to New 
York 
between seasons is money which at 
that season can not be loaned in 
Iowa at all. When the crop mov ing 
season 
comes, it flows, as au to­ 
matically , back to Iowa, to be loan­ 
ed a t eight p er cent, instead of the 
nine or more which it wou ld be if 
it had not earned the difference in 
New' York, off season. 
Senator Borah likewise thinks the 
money shou ld stay in America, to 
dev elop resou rces here. He forgets 
that to 
dev elop 
these 
resou rces 
means still fu rther to increase p ro­ 
du ction. That means that there m u st 
also be increased markets. 
These 
will hav e to be abroad, 
and 
will 
hav e to be financed by 
American 
cap ital. The best 
inv estment 
for 
p art of ou r money is 
to 
dev elop 
m arkets for the p rodu cts 
of 
the 
other p art. Moreov er, ev ery cou ntry 
m u st ex p ort that of which it has a 
su rp lu s. Ju st now, in America, ou r 
chief su rp lu s is of money .

HERE is a cu riou s incongru ity in 
the enthu siasm with w'hich Am­ 
bassador Herrick was receiv ed, on 
his recent retu rn for a v isit home.

In 
m ore th an four hundred A m eri­ 
can 
cities 
the 
local 
legislativ e 
bodies hav e enacted, under grants 
of p ower from the sta te legisla­ 
tures, zoning ordinances th a t lim it 
and control the dev elop m ent of land 
w ithin the city by div iding the city 
into zones and by p rescribing th a t 
w ithin those zones buildings m ay 
be p ut only to certain uses, m ay 
be built only to certain 
heights 
and m ay occup y only certain p or­ 
tions of the lot up on w hich they 
are to stand. 
The state courts hav e not been 
In entire agreem ent as to this nov el 
form of city legislation th a t has 
grow n up in the last tw elv e or 
fifteen 
years, and 
in 
some 
few 
sta tes the zoning ordinances hav e 
been declared unconstitutional u p ­ 
on one ground or another; only to 
hav e the cities re-enact them up on 
some other legal basis. 
In m ost 
states the courts hav e up held zon­ 
ing from the beginning. 
The federal courts, and esp ecially 
the sup rem e court of the U nited 
S tates, on the whole, hav e been fa ­ 
v orable to the
